The Tables of Altitude of the Sun, for the beginning of his Entrance in each Sign, and for each hour of the day, 
for all Latitudes, from one Degree to ninety, with Tables of Azimuth to each Latitude, and many other Tables, 
very uſeful in the Art of Shadows, with their uſe in making all Conceits in Dialling; too large to be repeated ; as
